They have forfaken their Dances and arumten Frelichs, 
appear fober and ferious, very mate attend the preaching 
of the Word of Gon and Prayer. Ard great Encouragement 
appears that Gon is fhedding forth among them more and 
more Gofpel-Truth and Grace. 

There was not above tenor twelve Indien: that ufed to come 

o Mecting at all; and they very negligently. 

There is now mear an Hundred that come very conftant!y, 
and attend very ferioufly, and I hope to profit. May the 
Lorp carry on his Work to Perfection.

I Wrote you at fome Length in Febr.laft by Capt. Frazer--~ 
I fhall add nothing but to tell you that there are {till con- 
fiderable Awakenings and great Reformations in /everal Pa- 
rybes in the /Veff of ScovTLAND ; many praying Societies 
fet up, and Ordinances better attended than before. ---- 

I hope you will be ready to concur with other Brethren 
to fend us a true Account of the late and prefent Work with 
you, becaufe of the many Papers publifh’d here to Dilcredit 
it, as if it was Delufion and Diabolical: and fome of thefe 
Papers (they fay) come from Bo/?en. But we need not be 
much furprized at them, when we fee they fpeak as calum- 
nioufly of the Work here, to which we are Eye-Witnefles, 
Ihave fent you a printed Letter of mine concerning Re/i- 
gious Societies: Let me know if thefe abound with you.

The followingis an Extra& from the excellent Mr.BaxTER’s 
 Chbriftian Dire&ory. As it fhews the Importance of a 
lively, fearching and powerfu!, as well as learned Minittry, 
we apprehend it to be one of thofe many Direéions at this 
Day needful, which bis Writings ara thought to afford, and 
to be mere worthy of Nutice becaufe formed on long Experience 
and Obfervaticn. 
Dire&tion 7. 
[’ it be in your Power, live under a judicious, faithful, ferious, 
fearching, powerful Minifer ; and diligently attend bis put 
hick Teaching, and ufe his private Counfel for more particular 
Diregtions and Application, for the fettling and managing the 
Affairs of your Souls; even as you take the Advice of Phyficians 
for your Healih, and of Lawyers for your Eftates, and Tutor: 
for your Studies. 

1. I give this Dire€tion only to thofe that may enjoy fo 
great a Mercy if they will. Some live where no fuch Mini- 
fter is : Some are Children, or Servants, or Wives, that are 
bound and cannot remove their Habitations, or enjoy fuch Li- 
berty, by Reafon of the Unwillingnefs and Reftraint of others. 
Some are fo poor, that they carnot remove their Dwelling for 
fuch Advantages. And fome are fo ferviceable in theirPlaces, 
that they may be bound to ftay under a very weak Minifter, 
that they may do Good to others, where they have beft Oppor- 
tunity. But let him that can be free, and poflefs fo great a 
Mercy, accept it thankfully, though to his Coft. As Chrift 
faidin another Cafe, Every Man cannet receive this Saying ; 
but he that can receive it, let him. 

2. There is abundance of Difference between a weak, un- 
fkilful, unexperienced, dead-hearted, formal ‘Teacher, and 
fuch a one as is defcribed in the Direction. Some that are 
fenfelefs or indifferent in fuch Matters as thefe themfelves, 
would perfwade you to be fo too, and look firft in your Set- 
tlement to your bodily Conveniencies, and be content with 
fuch a Teacher as accidentally you are caft upon. And they’l 
telk you, that the Work of Grace dependeth not on the 
Preacher’s Gifts, but op the Gift and Blefling of the Spirit of 
God: The Formalifts and the Enthufia/ts concur in this, tho! 
from different Principles: But tho’ God can fruftrate ihe 
fitteft Means, and can work without Means,or by that which 
is Jeaft Stted tothe End, yet it is his ordinary Way to work 
by Means, and that for the Sou} as well as fos the Body ; and

to work mo/? by the aptef? Means. And I am fure it is the 
Duty of every Teacher, to preach in the fitteft Manner that he 
can, for the People’s Fdification ; and not to do God’sWork 
deceitfully, and ineptly, becaufe God can blefs the unfitteft 
Means: And it is the People’s Duty to attend upon the beft 
they can enjoy, tho’ God caz equally work by the weakeft or 
by none. As that Pretence will not excufe the Contemners 
of God’s Ordinances, that upon every little Bufinefs, ftay at 
Home, and attend upon no Miniftry at all, no more will it 
excufe them, that refufe that Help that is moft fuited to their 
Edification, and take up with a worfe, when they might have 
better. We are not to neglect Duty upon a prefumptuous 
Expectation of miraculous or extraordinary Works: When 
we can have no better, we may hope for the greater Benefit 
rom the weake/#; but not when it is the Choice of our own 
prefumptuous irreligious Hearts. God can make Daniel and 
his Companions to thrive better by eating Pulfe, than others 
that fed at the Table of the King : And rather than fin againft 
God, we muft caft our felves on him for unufual Supplies, or 
leave all to his Will. But few would therefore be perfwaded 
caufelefly to liveon Pulfe, when they may have better. And 
one would think this Truth fhould have no Contradiétion, 
efpecially from thofe Men, that are apt to obf{cure and extenu- 
ate the Spirii’s Operations on the Soul,and to confefs no Grace, 
but what confitteth in @ congruous Ordination of Means and Cir- 
cumflances: When their Doétrine layeth a// a Man’s Hopes 
of Salvation upon this Congrusty of Means and Circum/ftances, 
fhould they afterwards teach Men to undervalue or neglect 
the Atic#, and wilfully caft their Souls upon the mo/? unfit and 
unlikely Means? But Ungodlinefs firft refolveth what to /peak 
againj?, before it refclveth what to fay; and will contradi& 
God’s Word, tho’ it contradict its own ; And will oppofe Ho- 
line/s, tho’ by a felf-oppo/ing. 
3. But the fpiritual Relifh and Experience of the Godly, is 
a very great Prefervative to them againft fuch deluding Rea- 
fonings as thefe. It’s harder for a Sophifter of the greateft 
Subtiley or Authority to perfwade him that hath taficd them, 
that Sugar is bitter, or Wormwood fweet, than to perfwade 
him to believe it, that never tafted them: And it’s hard-to 
make a healthful Man believe that it is beft for him to cat but 
once a Week, or beft to live on Grafs or Straw. J doubt not 
but thofe that now I ipeak to, have fuch Experience and Per- 
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ception of theBenefit of a judicious & livelyMiniftry,in Com- 
parifon of the ignorant,cold &lifelef,that noWords will make 
them indifferent herein. Have you not found the Miniftry of 
the one Sort to enlighten, and warmyand quicken,& comfort, 
and ftrengthen you,much more than of the other? | am fure I 
have the common Senfe and Experience of the Faithful on my 
Side in this, which were enough ‘of it felf again{t more than can 
be faid againft it. Even xe w-born Babes in Christ have in their 
new Natures a Defire (not to fenfelefs or malicious, Pratings, 
but) to the rational fincere Milk, that they may grow by it, and 
to perform to God a rational Service, Rom. 12. 1. 

4. And it mult needs be a very proud or ffupid Heart that 
can be fo infenfible of its own Infirmity, Sinfuinefs and Ne- 
ceffity, as to think the weakeft, dulleit Minifter may ferve 
their Turns, and that they are able to keep up their Lite and 
Vigour, and Watchfulnefs, and Fruitfulnefs, with any little 
ordinary Help: I cannot but fear fuch Men know not what 
the Power and Efficacy of the Word upon the Heart and Con- 
fcience meaneth: Nor what it is to live a Life of Faith and 
Holinefs, and to watch the Heart, and walk with God. If 
they did, they could not but find fo much Difficulty herein, 
and fo much Backwardnef$ and Unfkilfulnets in themfelves 
hereto, as would make them feel the Neceflity of the greateft 
Helps; And it could not be but they mutt feel the Difference 
between aclear & quickning Sermon, and an ignorant, heart- 
lets, dead Difcourfe, that is fpoken as if a Man were talking 
in his Sleep, or ofa Matter that he never underttood, nor had 
Experience of. 

5. Alas, How apt are the beft to cool, if they be not kept 
warm by a powerful Miniftry? How apt to lofe the Hatred 
of Sin, the Tendernefs of Con{cience, the Fervency in Prayer, 
the Zeal and Fulnefs in edifying Difcourfe, and the Del: chts 
and Power of heavenly Meditations, which before we had ? 
How apt is Faith to ftagger if it be not powerfully underpropt 
by the Helpers of our Faith? How hardly do we keep up 
the Heat of Love, the Confidence of Hope, the Refolution and 
Fulnefs of Gbedience, without the Help of a powerful Mini- 
itry? Nay, how hardly do we do our Part in thefe, in any 
tolerable Sort, even while we have the cleareft livelieft 
Helps, that are ordinarily to be had? And can any that 
are not blind and proud, imagine that they are fo holy 
and good, that they are above the Neceflity of fuch 
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Affiftance, and that the weakeft Breath is enough to kindle 
the Fire of holy Love and Zeal, and keep them in the Fear 
and Obedicrice of God? Alas. we are under languifhing 
Weakneis, and muft be dieted with the beft, or we thal] Soom 
decay : We are Cripples, and cannot go or ftand without our 
Crutches? And there muft be fome Savour of the Spirit in 
him that will be fit to make us tpiritual, and fome Savour of 
Faith and Love in him, that would kindle Faith and Love in 
us: And he muft fpeak clearly and convincingly that will be 
underitood, and will ; prevail with fuch as we: And he muft 
fpeak feelingly, that would make us feed, and {peakferioufly, 
that would be much regarded by us, and would make us 
ferious.

Hat our lefs intelligentReaders miay learn thatOuteries and 

bo.ily Diftreffes attending a Work of the divineSpirit,are 

no new Things, we here publifh a few Extraés frem {eve- 
ral Authors, as we have occafionally met with. 

We find there were fome Appearances of thefe among the 
Natives of this Country, upon our Forefathers coming over 
and preaching among them. 

Thus faith the Reverend Mr. Leverich of Sandwich in a 
Letter to the Reverend Mr. /Vil/on of Boffon as printed in a 
Pamphlet intitled Strength out of Veaknefs, publithed by the 
Corporation eftablifhed by Parliament for the Propagation of 
the Gofpel among the Heathen &c. 1652. 

‘ God hath brought fome of them to a Senfe of their Sins 
and a Fear of his Juftice. Here I fhall infert an Example 
or two : One of them being torepeat fuchPrinciples as I had 
begun totrain them in, was a good while before he could 
foeak, having his Countenance fad before, (and as I have 
fince underftood a Week together, after our former Exer- 
cife) and in fpeaking, the Tears all the while vem, 
deumaiialeales : after being demanded by me, /Vhat was th 

© Matter of his Sadne/s ? He anfwers me, He di. igi under- 
¢ ftand thatGod was a jujiGod ; and for himfelf be had be 

© wicked even from a Child. Another whom I ufed as my arn 
© terpreter now and then in teaching them, fa//s fudden'y and 
© publickly into a bitter Pafjion, crying out and wringing bis 
© Hands cut of the like Apprehenfion ot his Condition, 
* told me afterwards.’

And faith theRev.Mr. Thomas Mayhew of Martha’ s¥ ineyard, 
in aLetter totheRev.Mr. FehnWhitfield,publith’d in the afore- 
faid Pamphlet, concerning the Converfion of fome Pawaws. 
© Truly it did gwe us a greatOccafion of praifing theLord, 
to fee thofe poor naked Sons of Adam and Slaves to the 
Devil from their Birth, to come toward the Lord as they 
did with their ‘Foints fhaking, and their Bowel: trembling , 
their Spirits troubled, and their Voices with muchF ervency 
uttering Words of fore Difpleafure againft Sin and Satan.’ 

There was alfo fomething fimilar to this among the E xg/i/b 
themfelves. 

Thus the Rev. Mr. Shepard of Charleftown, Son of the 
famous Mr. Shepard of Cambridge, in a Sermon preached 
before the GencralAflembly on the Day of Eledtion at Bof!t fon, 
ond printed 1672. fays of thofe Days, 

Then might be feenMinifters and their Congregations to- 
¢ i their People trembling at the Word ot God deliver- 
* ed to them. 

And very remarkable is the following Paffage in aMfanufcrips 
Sermon of the Rev. Mr. Prince, from which we hove already 
extracted fome Paragraphs, 

----© Of Mr. Sherard of Cambridge : 1 was told when a 
Youth by elderly People, that he fearce ever preached a 
Sermon, but fome or other of his Congregation were ftruck 
with great Diftrefs of Soul, and cried out aloud in Agony, 
What frall I do to be faved ? Tho’ his Voice was low, vet 
* fo fearching was his preachi ng, and fo great a Power attends 
¢ ing, as an ‘Hypocrite cou’d not eafily bare it, and it feem'd 
* almoft irrefiftable
